5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the  local 
Nurse. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  support  of  the  Beatrice  D.  Weeks 
Memorial  Hospital. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Stratford  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  Upper  Connecticut  Valley  Hospital 
($1,050.),  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  extra  Staff  and  Stand- 
by pay  for  others,  so  they  can  respond  to  all  medical 
emergencies. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  ($704.90),    in  support  of  the  White  Mountain 


Region  Association. 

9.    To  see   if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  operating  expenses  of  Ambulance  District  A-l. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  as 
a  contribution  for  the  support  of  services  of  Upper  Con- 
necticut  Valley  Mental  Health  Services  Inc. 

11.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  in  disposition 
of  the  "So  Called"  "Country  Store." 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money,  as  the  Towns  share  of  operation  of  the  North 
Country  Council  for  one  year,  beginning  July  1,  1976. 
These  funds  will  be  used  for  financing  staff,  office  and 
general  operating  expenses;  regional  planning  studies 
and   technical  assistance  to  member  communities. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen, 
until  directed  to  the  contrary  at  a  subsequent  Town  Meet- 
ing, to  apply,  negotiate  and  do  all  other  things  neces- 
sary to  obtain  such  Federal,  State,  or  other  assistance 
as  may  be  available  for  the  design  of,  and  construction 
of  a  sewage  disposal  system,  and  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  said  assistance  as 
outlined  in  N.  H.  R.S.A.  33:7-b  et  seq.,  as  amended,  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

and  will  qualify  the  Town  for  Federal  funds,  such  sum 
to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  not 
to  exceed  $22,500.,  under  and  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (N.  H.  R.  S.  .4.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STRATFORD  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  functions  of  the  Planning  Board  for  1975  included  (1) 
the  reviewing  of  Subdivision  Applications,  (2)  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Building  Permit  Ordinance  with  respect  to  flood 
prone  areas  only  and  (3)  communicating  with  federal  and 
state  agencies  on  matters  such  as,  current  land  use  regula- 
tions,   solid  waste  disposal  and  industrial  development. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  subdivision 
applications.  Parcels  of  land  requested  for  subdivision  ap- 
proval ranged  from  two  acres  and  two  house  lots  to,  fifty 
acres  and  twenty  nine  house  lots. 

The  people,  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  voted  to  accept 
the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Flood  Insurance  Program  and 
the  Building  Permit  Ordinance.  Both  the  Flood  Insurance  and 
the  Building  Permit  Ordinance  apply  only  to  those  areas  de- 
signated as  being  flood  prone.  The  flood  maps  for  the  Town 
were  reviewed,  changed  and  accepted  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

The  North  Country  Council  has  prepared  a  report  to  the 
Town  describing  possible  alternatives  to  a  solid  waste  disposal 
system.  A  one  year  extension  on  the  July  1,  1975  deadline 
was  granted  until  July  1,  1976.  The  Town  is  applying  for  anoth- 
er one  year  extension,  when,  if  granted  will  extend  the  dead- 
line to  July  1,  1977.

To  the  townspeople  of  Stratford,  N.  H.,  I  submit  the  1975  Fire 
Report  of  the  Stratford  Fire  Department  located  in  the  Hollow.  The 
Hollow  area  was  very  fortunate  this  past  year  in  that  there  were 
no  major  fires.  There  was,  however,  a  substantial  number  of  auto 
fires  and  auto  accidents.

We  have  had  a  problem  with  false  alarms  called  in  by  child- 
ren. Remembering  "The  child  who  cried  wolf"  the  fire  department 
responds  to  these  calls.  These  alarms  add  an  unnecessary  danger  to 
the  firemen  and  an  expense  to  the  townspeople.  I  would  like  to  have 
the  parents  and  schools  explain  the  importance  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment to  their  children.  They  should  also  show  the  proper  way  of 
reporting  a  fire  by  telephone  giving  all  needed  information  such  as 
name  and  location. 

Four  of  cur  firemen  attended  a  fire  training  school  in  Keene, 
N.  H. 

This  past  summer,  the  department  entered  the  Lancaster  Fire- 
men's Muster  competing  in  all  events.  We  came  in  first  in  the 
breathing  apparatus  drill,  bringing  home  our  first  trophy  in  com- 
petitive events.  We  placed  second  in  overall  points  for  the  day.  I 
am  proud  of  the  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  men  of  the  department 
and  especially  of  the  two  women  firefighters  who  competed  along 
with  the  men. 

The  firemen's  association  has  purchased  three  CB  radios  and 
two  walkie-talkies  for  the  department.  Now,  two  trucks  and  the 
station  are  radio  equipped. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  and  officers  of  the  department  for 
the  fine  job  they  have  done  this  past  year.  They  are  all  good  men 
and  without  them,  nothing  could  be  done.

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collect- 
or, Town  Clerk,  North  Stratford  and  Laura  P.  Johnson  Li- 
braries,   Water  Rent  Collector  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  INFORMATION 

General  Fund: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  ■   As  of  December  31,  1974   and 
December  31,  1975:

Comparative  balance  sheets  which  disclose  the  financial 
condition  of  the  General  Fund  as  of  December  31,  1974  and 
December  31,  1975  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  current  surplus  of  the  Town  decreased  by  $5,779.00 
during  the  year,  from  $66,350  at  December  31,  1974  to  $60,571 
at  December  31,  1975.

expenditures,  estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1975,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3 
and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  A-4), 
a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  of  $12,097,  less  a 
revenue  deficit  of  $2,967,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of

Revenue  Sharing  Fund:    (Exhibit  H) 

Exhibit  H  discloses  the  fiscal  activity  of  the  Revenue  Shar- 
ing Fund  during  the  fiscal  year.  As  stated  therein,  the  fund 
balance  at  January  1,  1975  totaled  $39,297  and  consisted  of 
an  encumbered  balance  of  $38,932  and  an  unappropriated  bal- 
ance of  $365.  Entitlement  payments  of  $10,528  were  received 
and  interest  income  of  $719  was  realized  during  the  year. 
Consequently,  the  aggregate  total  available  funds  were  $50,544. 
Full  payment  of  the  fire  truck  was  made  during  the  year  in 
the  amount  of  $32,494  from  this  fund.  In  accordance  with  the 
vote  of  the  Town,  funds  in  the  amount  of  $18,070  have  been 
appropriated  and  encumbered  for  tax  maps  and  revaluation. 
A  partial  payment  of  $1,131  for  tax  maps  was  made  during  the 
year.  The  encumbered  balance  of  Revenue  Sharing  funds  at 
December  31,  1975  totals  $16,939,  of  which  $7,069  has  been 
earmarked  for  tax  maps  and  $9,870  for  revaluation. 
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AUDIT  procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited  in  accordance  with  generally  ac- 
cepted auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests 
of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures 
as  were  considered   necessary   in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was  made 
by  mailng  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Tax  Collector's  records.  Consequently,  the  amounts  of  un- 
collected and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are 
subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  re- 
turn of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Taxes  Raised  Under  Budgetary  Requirements: 

Appropriations  pertaining  to  Article  No.  13  in  the  amount 
of  $12?Q00  for  the  revaluation  of  town  property  and  Article  No. 
15  in  the  amount  of  $557  for  the  town's  share  of  the  operation 
of  the  North  Country  Council  were  omitted  from  the  1975  state- 
ment of  appropriation  submitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Reve- 
nue Administration.  This  resulted  in  taxes  being  raised  under 
budgetary  requirements  in  a  net  amount  of  $12,485  (Exhibit 
A-4). 

We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  exercise  extreme  cau- 
tion in  the  preparation  of  the  statement  of  appropriation  which 
is  submitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  Administration 
for  the  computation  of  the  annual  tax  rate  to  the  end  that  all 
appropriations  voted  by  the  Town  Meeting  be  properly  includ- 
ed therein. 

Revenue  Sharing  Funds: 

In  connection  with  the  $12,000  appropriation  for  revaluation 
of  town  property  which  was  discussed  hereinbefore,  it  was  noted 
that  the  offsetting  source  of  revenue  for  this  purpose  was  o- 
mitted  from  the  revenue  section  of  the  statement  of  appropria- 
tion submitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  Administration. 
After  careful  review  of  the  minutes  of  the  1975  Town  Meet- 
ing we  concluded  that  the  intent  of  the  vote  of  the  Town  on 
Article  No.  13  for  revaluation,  was  to  allow  the  use  of  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds  up  to  $12,000.  As  indicated  in  Exhibit  H  of  this 
report,  the  total  amount  available  for  this  purpose  was  only 
$9,870  at  December  31,  1975,  computed  as  follows:

The  lists  of  uncollected  taxes  supporting  the  above  amounts 
should  be  reviewed  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Tax  Collector 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  collectibility  of  these  taxes. 
Abatements  should  be  issued  for  all  taxes  which  are  considered 
to  be  uncollectible.  With  respect  to  those  taxes  which  remain, 
the  Tax  Collector  should  request  prompt  payment  from  the  tax- 
payers, and  where  taxpayers  fail  to  respond  to  such  request, 
the  Collector  should  initiate  appropriate  collection  procedures 
to  secure  prompt  payment  of  the  delinquent  taxes  due. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21,  require  that 
the  auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter 
of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of 
the  Town.  Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained  in  this  audit 
report  is  optional  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
This  letter,    however,    must  be  published  in  its  entirety.

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city  councils, 
che  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and 
several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and  city  every  three 
years.  The  town  or  city  warden  is  responsible  for  maintaining  a 
force  of  men  and  adequate  equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire  that 
occurs  in  his  town  or  city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The  fire 
warden  must  authorize  all  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires  can  be  authorized  between  9  a.  m. 
and  5  p.  m.,  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional  permission  of 
the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of 
the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires  also  require  the 
warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire 
Service,  assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these  requirements 
by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in  wildfire  suppression 
tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression  equipment  available  at  fifty 
percent  of  cost,  supplying  pieces  of  Federal  excess  property  for 
use  as  fire  attack  vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the 
cost  of  wildfire  suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  program. 
Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service  for  local  fire 
prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available 
for  distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon  request  to  the  For- 
est Fire  Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a 
continuous  wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city

Our  goal  to  meet  as  many  of  the  individual  needs  of  students 
has  continued  to  be  one  of  our  major  efforts  during  the  past 
year.  Currently  approximately  one-third  of  the  total  student 
population  is  participating  in  a  special  program  or  receiving 
individual  assistance  in  one  form  or  another.  The  easiest  way 
to  point  this  out  is  to  list  some  of  the  activities. 

(1)  Readiness  Room  -  Ten  six  and  seven  year  olds  were 
identified  and  programmed  by  pre-school  testing.  These 
children  receive  individual  instruction  in  preparation 
for  first  grade. 

(2)  Special  Education  -  A  Resource  Room  concept  was  in- 
troduced and  ten  elementary  students  are  receiving  spe- 
cial help  from  the  Union  Special  Education  Teacher  and 
the  Learning  Disabilities  Aide.  One  student  attends  the 
School  For  Exceptional  Children  in  Berlin  and  one  at- 
tends the  Amoskeag  School  in  Manchester. 

(3)  Federal  Title  1  funds  were  used  to  identify  fifty-three 
other  students  who  need  help.  A  teacher  and  an  aide 
work  with  twenty-eight  of  these  students  to  give  them 
individual  and  small  group  instruction.  This  instruction 
centers  around  the  areas  of  language  arts,  mathema- 
tics, and/or  social  skills  as  identified  by  the  pre-testing. 
Twenty-five  others  are  assisted  by  the  regular  classroom 
teachers. 

(4)  Speech  Therapy  -  provided  through  our  membership  in 
the  North  Country  Education  Services  Organization.  We 
also  share  in  the  use  of  their  large  collection  of  instruc- 
tional materials  and  the  A.  V.  repair  services. 

(5)  Vocational  Programs  -  Students  are  attending  either  on 
a  full  time  or  part  time  basis  in  AREA  programs  at  both 
Colebrook  and  White  Mts.  Regional  High  Schools.  Five 
students  are  involved  in  the  Groveton-Stratford  Building 
Trades  Program,  three  in  the  introductory  program  and 
two  in  the  construction  program. 

(6)  Handicapped  Programs  -  Some  students  are  program- 
med within  the  regular  school  schedule  while  a  few  are 
enrolled  outside  the  district  when  we  cannot  meet  their 
specific  needs.  A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  has  been 
put  in  by  our  staff  contacting,  meeting  and  working 
with  cooperating  social  agencies  in  the  area,  Upper 
Connecticut  Valley  Mental  Health  Agency,  Vocational 
and  Rehabilitation  Agencies,  and  the  Welfare  and  Pro- 
bation Departments  to  name  a  few. 
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(7)  Music  and  Art  -  The  music  program  has  made  great 
strides  in  developing  a  good  well  rounded  program  for 
both  elementary  and  high  school  students.  The  Art  pro- 
gram has  increased  in  popularity  at  the  high  school  level 
but  the  limited  time  doesn't  make  it  possible  to  meet  all 
the  secondary  requests. 

(8)  Drama  -  The  high  level  of  excellence  in  this  program 
has  continued  and  the  Drama  Club  received  the  N.  H. 
Council  for  Better  Schools  highest  award  for  its  Children's 
Theater  Project. 

Not  all  of  our  attention  has  been  on  special  classes  ard  in- 
dividual needs.    The  general  curriculum  has  been  strengthened 
by  implementing  Functional  English   Classes   for  grades  7—10 
as  well  as  one  in  math  for  grades  9  and  10. 

A  class  in  advanced  English  was  also  introduced  for  grades 
9  and  10. 

We  believe  that  we  have  made  some  measurable  progress 
in  our  desire  to  upgrade  the  standards  of  behavior  of  the  stu- 
dents and  their  respect  toward  their  school  and  their  recogni- 
tion of  their  worth  as  an  individual.  We  are  also  trying  to  in- 
crease the  recognition  of  the  values  inherent  in  our  American 
Heritage  and  emphasize  this  concept  as  we  enter  our  nations 
Bicentennial  Year. 

The  most  serious  problem  that  is  currently  facing  our  pro- 
grams and  the  community  is  financial.  This  has  been  brought 
about  by  the  slowed  down  economy  and  the  rising  costs  brought 
on  by  inflation.  The  budget  has  been  cut  two  years  in  a  row 
yet  prices  and  salaries  continue  to  increase  and  the  needs  in- 
crease for  special  education  and  programs  for  the  handicap- 
ped. State  funding  is  not  available  to  meet  these  needs  and 
the  responsibility  becomes  a  local  one.  Our  buildings  need 
repairs  and  preventative  maintenance  and  the  guidance  pro- 
gram should  be  reinstated  and  all  of  these  things  require  funds 
which  are  seriously  needed. 

A  report  of  the  progress  of  the  Experimental  Schools  Pro- 
gram can  be  found  in  the  separate  report  by  Dr.  Pefers,  the 
director. 

Visit  your  schools,  talk  with  the  staff  and  see  the  programs 
in  operaton. 

Once  again  I  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
staff,  students,  and  the  citizens  of  Stratford  for  your  cooper- 
ation and  support  during  the  year.

SUMMARY   OF  ESP   ACTIVITIES 
1975 

ADULT  EDUCATION 

In  the  Spring  of  1975  (April- June)  the  following  courses  were 
offered  in  Union  58  communities:  CAKE  DECORATING,  CERAM- 
ICS, and  CONVERSATIONAL  FRENCH. 

In  the  Fall  of  1975  (September-November)  the  following  courses 
were  offered  in  Union  58   communities:    CROCHETING,  CANDLE 
MAKING,  SEWING,  and  MACRAME. 
CAREER/VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 

During  the  course  of  1975,  Kindergarten  through  grade  six 
teachers  and  grades  7-12  teachers  were  involved  in  program  devel- 
opment. By  September  1975,  with  the  implementation  of  the  pro- 
ject's career  awareness  program  in  K-6,  a  total  of  65  lessons  had 
been  developed  locally.  ESP  had  also  purchased  instructional  ma- 
terials which  complimented  this  instructional  program. 

In  September,  teachers  received  copies  of  the  Career  Educa- 
tion Teacher  Resource  Guide  (containing  lessons  and  lists  of  ma- 
terials and  community  resource  people).  Beginning  in  September, 
Paul  Hawley  met  with  teachers  from  grades  7-12  for  purposes  of 
developing  career  awareness  lessons.  By  the  end  of  1975,  a  total  of 
twelve  (12)  such  lessons  had  been  developed  in  the  Health  Occupa- 
tions  and  Business/Office  Occupations  career  clusters. 

During  the  course  of  1975,  a  total  of  310  K-6  and  80  grades  7-12 
students  were  involved  in  project  sponsored  field  trips. 

A  total  of  17  community  resource  guest  speakers  visited  Union 
58  classrooms  in  1975.  Several  of  these  guest  speakers  appeared  as 
invited  guests  of  the  component's  career  awareness  seminar  pro- 
gram. 

A  total  of  28  students  were  placed  at  local  worksites  during  the 
course  of  1975. 

Mini  courses  offered  to  students  included:  ARCHITECTURAL 
DRAWING,  SURVEYING,  INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  BUILDING 
TRADES,  CROCHETING,  FLY-TYING,  SMALL  ENGINE  REPAIR, 
and  CAKE  DECORATING. 
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LANGUAGE  ARTS 

During  the  course  of  1975,  a  grades  1-12  communications  skills 
list  was  developed  by  Gordon  Schnare  and  Union  58  teachers.  The 
skills  list  has  been  adopted  as  the  basis  of  the  Union  58  Language 
Arts  program;  thus  providing  the  basis  for  a  continuous,  integrated, 
and  sequential  curriculum. 

The  Scott  Foresman  reading  series  has  been  adopted  as  the  U- 
nion  58  basic  reading  program  and  is  in-place  in  grades  1-6.  Scott 
Foresman  leveled  materials  have  been  purchased  for  the  Strat- 
ford School  as  well. 

Remedial  reading  classes  have  been  offered  to  selected  grades 
7-8  students  at  both  Groveton  and  Stratford  high  schools.  During 
the  course  of  1975  over  24  students  received  remedial  reading  as- 
sistance from  project  staff  members. 

During  1975,  a  total  of  242  Union  58  students  contributed  to  the 
publication  of  Kid's  Corner. 

Beginning  in  the  Fall  of  1975,  students  began  to  contribute  ma- 
terial to  issues  of  a  grades  7-12  literary  journal. 

ENVIRONMENTAL/OUTDOOR    EDUCATION 

In  the  Spring  of  1975,  classroom  teachers  worked  with  Ellen 
Sommers  -  to  develop  several  kindergarten  through  grade  eight 
environmental  education  lessons.  In  September,  teachers  received 
copies  of  the  Environmental  Education  Teacher  Resource  Guide 
(containing  lessons  and  lists  of  materials  and  community  resource 
people).  A  K-6  instructional  program  was  implemented  in  Union 
58  classrooms  with  the  start  of  the  1975-1976  school  year.  In  the 
Fall  of  1975,  Ellen  Sommers  worked  with  Dick  Merrill  and  Rick 
Jacques  (Groveton  High  School)  in  revising  the  science  depart- 
ment's earth  science  course  -  to  include  environmental  education  les- 
sons. 

During  the  course  of  1975,  a  total  of  254  K-6  and  20  grades  7-12 
students  were   involved  in  project  sponsored  field  trips. 

A  total  of  8  community  resource  guest  speakers  visited  Union 
58  classrooms  in  1975. 

In  both  the  Spring  and  Fall  (1975),  a  total  of  54  students  (grades 
7-12)  were  involved  in  weekend  daytrips  and  overnight  camping 
trips. 

LEVEL  I  EVALUATION 

The  development  of  a  short  term  longitudinal  study  in  career 
education  -  to  determine  the  effects  of  ESP  program  activities  on 
student  awareness  regarding  several  different  occupations.  A  re- 
search study  report  will  be  made  to  the  membership  of  the  Ameri- 
can Educational  Research  Association  (AERA)  in  April  1976.  In- 
formation gained  from  the  testing  has  been  used  by  teachers  to 
write  career  lessons. 

Statistical  data  regarding  teacher  involvement  in  project-re- 
lated   workshops,    lesson    and   program   implementation    in    class- 
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rooms,  and  use  of  project-related  instructional  materials. 

Working  with  the  project  director  and  component  coordinators- 
to  develop  project  activities  which  compliment  goals  and  objectives.
